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Our Quarrel Is With Courthouse, Not the 
Schools; the Tax Hike Is Up to the People 


To take a stand on a public issue is an editor's privilege—but 


not always his obligation. 


In the past we have given the public school managers a hard 


time over endless proposals to increase the Hope school millage 
tax. But this year we are passing the 8-mill issue to the people 
without comment. 


For one thing, The Star is the only newspaper in the county, and 


this puts a burden on even a free-wheeling editor. We have tried 
to equalize matters by opening our columns free of charge to the 
spokesmen for the schools and the 8-miII tax increase. Everyone 
knows The Star's editorial stand on millage versus assessment. 
Our position is unchanged, we assure you—but it is embarrass: ag 
and tedious to be speaking alone for the opposition when the 
community is already fully informed on the issue and well able 'o 
make its own decision. 


We are neither for nor against the millage increase in the 


March 14 election. 


George Frazier, chairman of the Building & Grounds Sub- 


committee, defined the issue for the tax hike proponents when he 
wrote in this newspaper that the schools need $200,000 in new 
construction or remodeling. 


An opposition view might take the line which The Star has 


made familiar—that only the millage is inflated: assessments 
never. 


Another reason we aren't taking a stand in this election is 


that the county tax assessor's office is up for grabs this year. It 
will be interesting to note whether the school millage advocates 
take the same interest in putting tax assessor candidates on the 
line for fair assessments that they are showing for the millage 
increase. 


If the school managers make a worth-while effort to put a co- 


operative assessor in office they will have gone a long way 
toward winning solid public support.

Brit Hume, the 28-year-old 


Anderson aide, quoted an ITT 
lobbyist as saying former Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell told her 
the President wanted the Jus- 
tice Department to stop pur- 
suing three antitrust suits 
against the giant conglomerate 
and make a reasonable settle- 
ment. 


Mitchell said almost imme- 


diately after 
Hume 
testified 


that "the President has never, 
repeat never, made any request 
to me directly or indirectly con- 
cerning the settlement of the 
ITT case and I took no part in 
that settlement." 


Anderson 
and Hume were 


scheduled to continue their tes- 
timony today as the committee 
began its seventh day of hear- 
ings into the accusations by An- 
derson that Justice Department 
officials were guilty of impro- 
prieties in the ITT settlement.

Even if the Senate 
decides to keep the measure on 
the floor, supporters of post- 
card registration will have to 
weather a series of amend- 
ments and the specter of a fili- 
buster.

Unreal) and the Postal Service 
as vehicles to get registration 
post cards to all potential vot- 
ers. 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 


Mass., said the Judiciary panel 
has tri?d to kill most "progres- 
sive" h'uishition in its field for

"It is quite clear there are a 


number of members in this 
body in 1972 who do not want to 
open up the system," Kennedy 
said, implying that the only

But he said he sees no reason

Field reports said fewer than 


5,000 troops were committed in 
the first day but that the force 
was expected to grow in phases 
to as many as 20,000 men by 
next week. 


Officers in the field reported 


no major contact yet in the 
drive north of the Saigon-to- 
Phnom Penh highway, about 
six to 10 miles inside Cambodia 
and 75 to 100 miles northwest of 
Saigon. It was the first major 
drive into eastern 
Cambodia 


since Nov. 22, although much 
smaller operations have been 
launched since then. 


In a smaller drive under way 


since Feb. 1 about 25 miles far- 
ther southwest, the Saigon com- 
mand said, 35 enemy troops 
were killed with the help of air 
and artillery strikes, while two 
South Vietnamese were killed 
and eight wounded. 


U.S. B52 bombers softened up 


the objective areas and paved 
the way for a new South Viet- 
namese offensive west of Tay 
Ninh City in South Vietnam.

WASHINGTON

Wholesale prices of food and a 
wide range of industrial prod- 
ucts climbed an over-all nine- 
tenths of one per cent last 
month for the sharpest rise in a 
year, the government reported 
today. 
Prices of farm products and 


processed foods, some of which 
arc exempt from federal price 
controls, rose 1.9 per cent and 
prices of industrial raw mate- 
rials and manufactured prod- 
ucts went up five-tenths of one 
per cent, said the Bureau of 
I,abor Statistics. 


The over-all February whole- 


sale price rise, generally a sig- 
nal of rising consumer prices 
later, was a little less—seven- 
tenths of one per cent—on an 
adjusted basis for expected sea- 
sonal price changes. On the 
seasonal 
basis, the 
increase 


was the largest since Decem- 
ber. 


The report also said that the 


unadjusted rise of nine-tenths 
of one per cent would have 
been seven-tenths if agricul- 
tural products not subject to 
federal 
controls were

District ranks in the top 30 in size

Arkansas. 


Hempstead County ranks 13th in 
size in per capita income and has 
been the No. 1 county in per 
capital income growth during the 
last 10 years. At the same time, 
Hope School District ranks in the 
Iowa- 20 percent in local taxes. 
The average millage for the 
larger 30 school districts is 49.5, 
whereas Hope receives only 40 
mills. This same group spends 
annually an average of $272 per 
student from local funds. Hope 
School District spends $187. The 
poorest school district in the 
state of Missouri spends $213 per 
pupil and the Hope School 
District ranks well below that. 
Our children will in later life 
compete for jobs with students 
from Texas which spends up to 
$5,334 per pupil in local taxes. 


Most of the money from the 


increase in millagi? will be spent 
for 
additional 
classrooms 
to 


eliminate the extremely crowded 
conditions, additional teachers to 
staff these classrooms, to bring 
teacher salaries in line with the 
state average, and to take up the 
slack in the expected rise in the 
minimum wage to $2.00 per hour 
which will affect school bus 
drivers, janitors, maintenance 
personnel, cooks, etc. With the 
several new industries moving 
into Hope, the 
over-crowded 


conditions can only bo made 
worse. 


In teacher salaries Hope ranks 


57th out of fi8 school districts in 
the 
2,000 - 2,999 enrollment. 


Teacher salaries in the 1970-71 
school year in the United States 
averaged $9,265. The state of 
Arkansas 
averaged 
$(i,459, 


whereas Hope teacher salaries 
averaged $5,977. Hope was $482 
per teacher below the state 
average and $3,288 below the 
national average. If our teachers 
are forced to move to other areas 
to realize an income at least 
average in their field, our 
students and the community in 
general will suffer since we will 
be trading good teachers and 
citizens for those who are not 
able to secure jobs in the higher 
paying districts.

about Will Rogers, in which he 
has been touring for more than 
a year, was brought to the CBS

Rogers, who died in a plane 


crash in 1935, had keen wit, a 
diffident 
and gentle manner 


which combined with a broad 
grin permitted him to get away 
with almost anything on stage 
and radio because he was fun- 
ny. His style and commentary 
might be too sharp to handle in 
these thin-skinned days of tele- 
vision. 


Whitmore's material, cov- 


ering many years, was obvious- 
ly edited for contemporary ap- 
plicability and was smoothly 
pulled together. The hour was 
filmed as Whitmore worked on 
the stage of Los Angeles' Mark 
Taper Forum. 


The actor first appeared on 


stage as himself—a gray-haired 
man in slacks and sports jack- 
et. After a few introductory re- 
marks, he removed his jacket, 
displayed a bandana around his 
neck and stuck a cowboy hat on 
the back of his head. He picked 
up a rope, slouched—and with- 
out any tricks of make-up sud- 
denly was easily identifiable as 
Rogers. 


The program probably con- 


tained the cream of Rogers' 
wit, 
starting 
with 
grinning 


pokes at his favorite target, the 
politician—"the local bandit 
sent to Washington to raid 
headquarters." 


It was a tour de force for 


Whitmore, and an interesting 
program for the viewer.

It was followed by a cool and 
temperate report on school bus- 
ing for purposes of integration.

Interracial Family 
Ignoring Stares 


By G. G. LA BELLE

ATIJVNTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 


— Artie and Rosemary Wells 
don't notice the stares anymore 
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S.75 


when they go out with their two 
young sons. 


The Wells are among a grow- 


ing number of white couples 
who have adopted black chil- 
dren. 


They 
expect 
stares—and 


some 
questions—from 
both 


whites and blacks. 


"It's curiosity, I guess," says 


Mrs. Wells. "You can almost 
see their minds working, asking 
the question, 'I wonder what 
happened there?'" 


The Wells children are light- 


skinned Negroes, David, 4, and 
John, 15 months. 


Mrs. Wells, 29, says that star- 


es, questions and the knowledge 
that some people are uncom- 
fortable around them are a 
small price to pay for having 
children. 


She feels fortunate to have 


had only those problems. As a 
member of a group encour- 
aging interracial adoptions, she 
has heard of white couples who 
encountered insults and threats 
after adopting a black child. 


The Wells have had no such 


problem 
in 
their 
racially 


mixed, working-class neighbor- 
hood here. Neither, says Mrs. 
Wells, did they meet any hostil- 
ity on vacations in the South. 


In fact, says Mrs. Wells, one 


problem is people who are 
overly friendly. She says she 
resents it when someone be- 
comes "gushy" about what she 
and her husband are doing for 
integration. 


They didn't adopt the young- 


sters for that reason. 


In 1968, when the Wells de- 


cided to adopt, they were told 
they would have to wait a year 
for a white child. They were 
impatient, and when a doctor 
suggested they adopt a black 
child, they decided to do it. 


"Our main concern was in 


getting a child," she said. 


The decision the Wells faced 


is one increasingly confronting 
white couples seeking to adopt. 
The number of white children 
available has been reduced by 
improved birth control meth- 
ods, 
liberalized abortion laws 


and new social standards which 
encourage unwed mothers to 
keep their children. 


"You 
either face up to the 


fact that you are going to adopt 
an interracial child, a black 
child or no child," said Mrs. 
Wells. 


Most important, said Wells, is 


the couple's own prejudice. 


"It's a hard word to get out," 


his wife said. "It takes a few 
times to say, 'My son is a Ne- 
gro.1"

Friction Between State 
and Church Mounting 


NEW YORK (AP) - Friction 


between state and church is 
moving into some touchy new 
areas. Some churches complain 
of pressures to stop their taking 
stands on public issues and of 
government spying on church 
personnel. 


The latest protest came last 


week in a brief filed with the 
U.S. Supreme Court, contending 
that military surveillance has 
included church leaders and 
that it violates guarantees of 
religious freedom. 


Such government investiga- 


tion activity nowadays is "re- 
plete with examples of special 
invasion into religious aspects of 
society," four national religious 
organizations said in a friend- 
of-the-court brief. 


It was filed in connection 


with a case brought by the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
asking the court to ban military 
investigations of peaceful, law- 
ful activities of persons outside 
the armed forces. 


Such 
operations 
have 


"breached the wall of separa- 
tion between the state and reli- 
gious activities of Ameicans," 
the church organizations said. 


They are the United Church 


of Christ's Council for Christian 
Social 
Action, the American 


Friends Service Committee, the 
Unitarian Universalist Associ- 
ation and the National Council 
of Churches, made up of 33 


Protestant and 
Orthodox de- 


nominations. 


They said some local congre- 


gations, members and many 
church leaders have been sub- 
jected to military surveillance, 
especially those working with 
an interdenominational antiwar 
agency, Clergy 
and Laymen 


Concerned about Vietnam. 


Earlier, 
the policy-making 


board of the National Council 
last month complained 
that 


government tax pressure was 
being used to keep churches 
from speaking out on social 
concerns. 


Many churches "believe that 


Christians are obliged by their 
faith to make Christ the Ix)rd 
part of all aspects of their 
lives, and public policy is not 
an exception to that obliga- 
tion," the church representa- 
tives said.

critically short supply of natu- 
ral gas. the fuel which heats 
and air conditions millions of 
homes and businesses, has trig- 
gered 
stringent rationing in 


dozens of major cities. Within a 
year the crisis could blanket 
the nation. 


Many gas utility companies 


already are refusing to take 
any new commercial, industrial 
or residential customers and, in 
some cases are cutting back 
service to existing customers. 


"Ixmsy is the word we're us- 


ing to describe the situation 
here," said a spokesman for 
the New York Public Service 
Commission, which as early as 
last October issued orders se- 
verely restricting the attach- 
ment 
of 
new 
gas 
service 


throughout the state. 


Washington Gas 
Light 
Co. 


has ceased taking any new cus- 
tomers. New service has been 
refused to all applicants in Chi- 
cago for more than a year. A 
program under way in that city 


will make gas service available 
to some new customers, but the 
gas will come from cutting 
back or cutting off some old 
customers. 


State utility commissions in 


Ohio, Michigan, Maryland and 
Pennsylvania 
have approved 


drastic gas-service limitations, 
while utilities in Georgia and 
California have been informed 
by their suppliers that no addi- 
tional quantities of natural gas 
will be available in the fore- 
seeable 
future, 
raising 
the 


spectre 
of 
future 
rationing 


there. 


And no one sees the crisis 


easing before late 1974 or 1975. 


The problem has been grow- 


ing for several years, fed by 
the inability or unwillingness of 
major natural-gas producers to 
explore for new fields. 


In a classic domino effect, 


this has cut the amount of new 
gas available to pipeline dis- 
tributors who, in turn, have cut 
back supplies to utility com- 
panies. 


Even if new exploration be- 


gan today, experts agree, it 


would take three to four years 
to find enough new gas and 
sink enough new wells to get 
production running ahead of de- 
mand again. 


The Federal Power Commis- 


sion last December initiated a 
study to determine if gas sup- 
plies were in fact as critically 
low 
as 
industry spokesmen 


claim. Those spokesmen argue 
that rate structures set by the 
FPC do not allow enoi anfbOit 
to finance the high-risk, low- 
yield job of gas exploration. 


Consumer advocates, on the 


other hand, claim that the gas 
producers have deliberately cut 
back exploration to create a 
gas shortage and force the FPC 
to approve higher rates, a con-
